The prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a probe opening fabricating apparatus for 
creating an opening with desired dimensions at a mask tip of a near- field optical microscope 
probe comprising, in addition to the other recited features of the claim, light emission means 
having an abutting surface which comes into abutment against the tip, wherein a light source is 
substituted by voltage application means for applying DC voltage to the light emission means, 
and the light emission means are excited by voltage applied by the voltage application means to 
emit light from the abutting surface.
